‘The MO.H. in his 1902 
report gives the infantile death-rate at 796 
per 1,000, after allowing for all deaths under 
one month ‘as’ unregistered ; but owing to 
the very large nuinber of births unregistered, 
his figures must. Le considered very much 
over the mark. And further, if our figures 
are compared with the infantile death-rute 
in Calcutta—748.6 per 1,000—they are rela- 
tively not so bid as apparent at first sight, 
As to preventive measures, the Committee 
say that the first and greatest involves the 
better educatio:: of the Chinese, especially 
the lower classes, in sanitary matters. The 
maternity hospital is a step in the right 
direction, but a-free maternity charity, 
whereby poor people could be attended in 
their own houses, is wanted.

£100.00, In shape the pier will be something 
like the trank of a tree well bent over on one aide, 
From a broad base it ‘will gradually assume a 
width of 18 feat, the length being ahont 200 
feet. At the end will be « concrete and granite 
wharf, dimensions being about 250 feet long by 
90 or 100 feet broad. It ison the off sida of 
this where men-of-war are to go alongside. 
Depth of water there is about 25 feet, but 
dr: dgers are busily at work, it being intended to 
have 30 feet at low water. The pier itaelf will 
be of foreshore stone and hard rubble; some 15 
25-cubic-yard boats dump their lo ds there 
daily. Concrete blocks will be made at Mesers, 
Punchard. Lowther's extensive works at Matan- 
kok. Blocks made there up to date are buing sent 
to the new dockyard works on the Hougknog 
side, where 1,U:) a month are utilised. The 
granite comes from quarries and blastings down 
the Mataukok hillx. On the lumps bstag Rrongt 
to the works, they are lifted by a crane on to a 
platform, and then thrown ito the wedge- 
shaped jaws of astoue-crusher. Thure they are 
quickly chewed up. One jaw of tat wedge. 
shaped gap is always on the move, 
working to and fro by machinery. The crash- 
ings fall into tracks below; when filled, these 
are towed: away by an engine—there are three 
powerful locomotives in all, On the trucks 
reaching the summit of an incline, the orusbings 
are Suptied on to a platform, from where they 
are taken in measurements and put into a 
revolving mixer, to be stirred up with measure- 
tnents of sand and Green Island cement.- From 
the mixer the cuncoo!icn is emptied info smaller 
tracks to be taken off to moulds; it remains in 
the moulds a fortnight or so before being taken 
out in the form-of blocks.

INCREASE OF THE ‘HONGKONG. 
’ POLICE FORCE. 


The following paper was submitted at the 


meeting of the Legislative Cou cil on Tues- 


day mo . 
. Government House, 
. Hongkong,-6th November, 1903. 

Sir,—I recently referred the question of in- 
creasing the police forve to the Uolonial Seore- 
tary and Acting Captain Superintendent of 
Police for report, and 1 have now the honour 
to inform you that this question has been care- 
fully considered by the Colonial Secretary and 
Captain Lyons, who had, under date of the 
24th September, asked that 50 Chinese Police 
might be temporarily engaged and paid for out 
of lapsing salaries ia the Department in order 
to tide over the season immediately preceding 
the Chinese New Year, when there is usually an 
accession of crime. : 

2. It is found that, owing to the ext nsion of 
the area of the city by the Praya Reclamation. 
which is now largely built over. the extensive 
building that has taken place on the new roads 
on the upper. levels (Macdonnell and Conodnit 
Roads) and ‘extensions of the city eastwards, 
the addition of 21 night beats and 17 day beats 
in the City of Victoria is required.. To keap 
these beats covered 55 men are. required, while 


and patrols in the Kowloon Peninsula rendered 
necessary by the large additions of buildings 
that have been made there recently. ea 

Owing to the inorease in the Crinese popula- 
tion, which it is estimated is greater by 33.000 
persons thaa it was in 1901 when the last census 
was taken, and to the iucreased number of 
steam-rs running between Hongkong, Cantoa 
and Macao, all of which have to be watched by 
the Police, an increase of 6 men is required for 
the Chinese Detective Staff. This makes-s total

If they receive your sinction the 
total additional expenditure involved will be 
$4,215, including certain increases (o the Chinvse 
Barrack and Station Sergeants in the Water 
Police, which have’ been recommended by 
Captain Lyons. 

6. Iu order to house these additional Police, 
I recommend that another storay be added to 
the Central Police Station. : 

This will give accommodation for 54 addi- 
tional Asiatic Police: besides providing, by a, 
re-arrangement of rooms, increased stare aod 
office accommodation, both of which are much 
needed owing to the large increase in numbers 
of the Force since the acquisition of the New 
Territory, and thé addition of an Assistant 
Superintendent of Police for Victoria, who has 
at present no office. 

The Barracks are at present so overcrqwded 
that some 25 Chinese constables are housed ins 
mutehed in the compoand of the station. "his 
is a very unsatisfactory arrangiment. The 
additional storey will enable these man to be 
brought within the building and will also afford 
accommodation, for those of the extra Police 
(25)-who will be allocated to the Central District. 
Room -can be found in the Bastern and Western 
Districts of the City for the addition’! men 
allocated to them, while in the Kowloon Punin- 
suls some additional accommodation can b: pro- 
vided at small cost at Yaumati and Hnnghom. 

7. The o.st of an additional storey to the 
Central Police Station is estimated at $28,000, 
while $500 will be required to accommodata some

3 —Our husbands or brothors, cwing to their 
businasg enugagem-nals, lave not the time to 
Spoud in institutiog awl aftendiag prosecutions 
at the Magistracy, and it is highly distasteful 
as well as most inconvenient to ourselves— 
especially in the summer season—to take staps 
personally to have offenders punished. 

4.—Our only remedy is to dismiss the offend- 
ing parties; but such dismissalisa poor remedy, 
for wa must engage fresh s-rvants, unless, ts 
often happeus, wa are boycotted, and such fresh 
s-rvants come to us as arule wilhout any corti 
ficates of character. Evon if they bring carti- , 
ticates of character-we are often unible to find 
out whether the churactar relates Co the person 
presenting it, for there is uo meaus of identati- 
cafion, and the perpetual fluctuation of the 
European commuonily’ renders euquiry as to the 
bona-fides of an applicant impossible ia many

It 
may be unorthodox Christianity, but it 
seems to me that very little can be gained 
‘in this life by turning the - other . cheek. 
If anyone hits us, we mean to hit 
back. e are not to be mistaken for 
bullies standing in a ring inviting afight. But 
it may as well be known now as lator that if 
any ‘superior person ' imagines that Le can. hit 
unfairly any of our fraternity he must bear the 
consequences. There isa tendency in certain 
places to sneer at the newspaper min as if he 
were a being of a peculiarly obnoxious nature, 
Now, I,am not prepared tostand up for every 
member of our profession. There are some— 
and they have usually graduated in some other 
wakk of life—who, having lost their own self- 
respect, have brought discredit upon their. 
fellows, But taking the profession as it is 
represented in Hougkong to-day—by men who 
buavo worked on the staffs of the leading news 
papers of England and the Colonies®—-I think I 
mav fairly claim for it that it stands very high 
indeed, It never stood higher ; and when I look 
back on (welre years of journalism in this Co- 
lony I feel that I can honestly congratulate my 
confreres on the position they now occupy. even 
with all its drawbacks and its inheri‘ance «f the 
gins of others. I appeal to you as journalists 
to maintain the credit of your profession. Do 
‘not allow yourselves to be made the catspaws of 
the petty cliques and jealous’ busybodies that 
are present in every community. Believe me, 
as one with a greater experience of life than 
most of you, and a longer experience of Hong- 
kong thao any of you, that you will gain more 
respect—the respect that is worth having—by 


pursuing an independent and honest course in |- 


your daily routine, whether it be in the humbler 
duties of chronicling the daily occurrences of the 
place, orin endeavouring to form public opinion. 
There.are in this community—as there are in 
every community—people who are ever ready to 
take advantage of a newspaper to-serve their own 
selfish ends. It is not always easy to see their 
object. Such persons may be counted among 
the enemies of the Press, On the other hand, 
there are in Hongkong some men jin public life 
—and it is to be regretted that their number is 
not larger—who have uccomplished much with 
the aid of the Press. With your help, they 
will ba able to accomplish still greater reforms, 
and L hope that after each of you has spent 
_ twelve years in Hongkong you will be able to 
- look back with a sense of satisfaction and be 
- able to say that you have helped in your small 
way to the achievement of these successes.” 
- Mr. Reid went on to say that the changes in 
the status of the profession which have been 
witnessed in Hongkong gre only a reproduction 
of what has been happening at home since the 
days when Thackeray pourtrayed Captain Shan- 
don. People are beginning to recognise that jour- 
naliam is no longer the last refuge of the incapable 
and the disreputable. In all walks of public 
life, journalists take, a foremost place, But it 
is not because of their profession, nor in spite of 
it. In’ conclusion Mr. Reid said:—“It so 
happens that there have been many new arrivals 
during the past twelva-months. We are pleased 
to greet the seeoniers. and none perhaps wore 
cordially than the members of the staff of 
Hongkong’s new daily. ‘The personal influence 
of the newcomers is already felt in our jour- 
nalistic life. They have brightened us; they 
have made us all more alert, and we hope they ||. 
‘will appreciate our effor.s to keep abead of 
them. Professional rivalry need not. bread! 
personal enmity. It is one of the best features 
of journalism that professional rivals have 


always found a common platform. ; Our Asso- 
ciation does not aim at abolishing rivalry or to

“X's” next sentence simply goes to prove 
that the blessings of free trade have not 
kept the price of foodstuffs low here: the price 
of logal produce has increased owing to sudden 
greater demand; and imported goals are dearer, 
due to the vagaries of exchange. If insteal of 
purchasing the produce of foreign countries ve 
transferred our custom to British dominions 
there would still be no duty, so the argument of 
further enhanced cost of living falls to thie 
ground ; while local produce will continue to be 
subject to local conditions and will vary in price 
accordingly, duty or no duty. - 

We mast not forget that an addition to the 
revenue of the Colony would not be uuappre- 
ciated, and would be applied to ameliorate some 
of the conditions of. living here, say a better 


’ water supply, reduced rates, or provision of 


scholastic facilities for our children. 


Weare told that Hongkong is not a manufac- 
turing centre. This assertion is not quite 
correct; there are quite a few manufactcries of 
various kinds in the Qolony, and would be 
more were it not-for free trade. We have the 
finest labour market in the world at our doors, 
the natives of the neighbouring provinces are 
acknowledged to be born mechanics and Canton 
is the Birmingham of the Far East. Let us, 


- however, admit that “X." may be right and 


that Hongkong is not a manufacturing centre. 
I will now proceed to show why it has litt'e 
chance of becoming such. 

The Eastern Manufacturing Co., |Wanchai, 
after enjoying a number of prosperous years 
found ite business declining mainly owing to 
Japanese competition. .When the manufac ure 
of clocks in ‘the latter country ~was 
in its infancy duty was imposed upon imported 
ones, and a8 the factories increased their ou! put 
and required no further fostering, were tha

point of prohibition, and our focal factory not 
only lost the Japanese market, but the surplus 
production of Japan: overflows into the Chin- 
ese market, and the E.M. Co.’s occupation is 
gone, The machinery was dismantled and 
scattered last month. and a large number of 
apecially-trained workmen thrown out of em- 
ployment. It seems fo mg that it would have 
been better to have kept this industry in our 
midst even if the prico of clocks went up 
half-a-dollar. ; 


The Sugar Refineries are’ mentioned as 
sufferers if a tax be imposed on the 
raw material, and “not one ounce of it comes 
from British soil.’ More shame for free 
trade, Why are the British West Indies in a 
chronic state of bankruptcy —once the brightest 
jewels in, the British Crown? ‘The less that 
free-traders say about sugar the better, and I 
think thdt shareholders in the C.S.R. have 
food for thought if they contemplate what 
Japan has done for them. But is it proposed 
to tax raw materials at all? Most protected 
countries ‘admit. raw materials free or nearly 
go, if they are of such a mature as: they cannot 
produge themselves, and any duty Britain 
would impose would not handicap manufactures 
to any extent.

‘There 
had been a dispute between the two experts, 
Mr. Smyth and Mr. Brooke &mith, as to what 
four months‘ arrival meant. Mr. Smyth stated 
the-meanit:-¢ to be that tho goods sbuuld arrive 
four montis from the arrival «f the patterns 
and he als. gave as a reason for it that until the 
patterns srrived the manufacturers, even al- 
though th ir looms were empty, could nol set to 
work upon the goods. He also stated that in 
the repeat order in all probability the time 
would run from the date of the contract 
because the manufacturer was wailing for 
further dvtails. Mr. Brooke Smith on the 
other hand said that in his experience the time 
ran from the date of the contract-and that 
the manufacturer gave sach time as would 
include if necessary the time occupied by the 
details going home. It seemed that the 
manufactu' ors could put t! eir own construction 
on that. ‘Ihey refused to. do the work in 
two montlis and fixed four monthe, It was 
clear that they meant four mouths from 18th 
February, for it wes o June shipment that 
was mentioned. Mr. Smyth thonght the 
time in which the goods were delivered not 
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unreasonable. Mr, Brooke Smith thought that 
it was not a reasonable time, although he 
admitted that there were casas when the mani- 
facturers’ looms were full or a strike on so that 
they could not do the werk, There had been no’ 
evidence given one way or anothor as to how 
the delay ocecurred. He was afraid be must 
assutne that there was unnecessary delay on the 
part of the manufacturer, and although that did 
vot altogether affeot the merchant, at the same 
{ime ho thought there was an implied condition 
that he must make arrangements at home that 
there must be no unreasonable delay on the 
part of the mannfac urers. In the absence of 
evidence he assumed that the manufacturers 
exceaded their time. With regard to the alleg- 
ed acceptsnce of part of the first shipment, his 
Lordship declined to ho'd the signature in the 
chit-book as an accepfance. There kad been 
some sort of argument hinted ut that as the 
second shipment had come within a month after 
the first, i¢ shonld have been accepted in 
accordance with contract ; but if the first ship- 
ment Was bad it appeared to Lim that the 
second shipment was bad.
